e back-to-school and fall sell- 
ng periods was pointed up at a 
uccessful May show conducted 
at Hotel Statler Hilton by the 

fomen’s Apparel Club of New 

ork State. 

It marked the first time that 
he club had conducted an early 
show for back-to-school buying. 
his market traditionally has 
een held in July. The Women’s 

pparel Club will still hold its 
uly show here this year (July 
10 and 11), but it made a special 
itch for early season sales at 
he May 15-16 event. 

The special May show also 
pave retailers an opportunity to 
ill in their needs on summer 
tems, including swimwear and 
sweaters. 

Good Attendance 

The May market drew what 
Was described as gratifying at- 
tendance from the Western New 
‘ork region, as well as North- 
estern Pennsylvania and nearby 

anada. Apparently, retailers are 
anxious to do their buying of 
back-to-school and fall knitted 
Oulerwear needs as early as pos- 
sible. They pointed out that July 
$ too late to place orders for 

any of these lines and they 
elcomed the opportunity to 
Shop in May. 

A survey of activity during 

¢ show revealed that a major 
Portion of the business was being 
“one in sportswear, with knit- 

ar lines among the most ac- 
ive. Retailers showed a desire 
0 buy sweaters, knit dresses and 
other knitwear lines well in ad- 


vance for prompt delivery. 

Retailer interest in the new 
fall knits was enthusiastic, it was 
reported. Fabric interest con- 
tinued to center in wools. Or- 
lons, Ban-Lons and other blends. 
There was demand for both flat 
knits and bulky styles and retail- 
ers bought both classic and 
dressmaker types. 

Merchants were especially im- 
pressed with the strong fall color 
story in sweaters. They see ex- 
cellent opportunities to promote 
sweaters on a color basis because 
of the numerous and appealing 
fall shades. 

Dyed-to-match coordinates of 
sweaters and skirts were very 
important at this market, it was 
reported, pointing to another big 
season in merchandising the 
dyed-to-match theme. 

Most merchants at the two-day 
market showed a tendency to 
concentrate on the same price 
lines they featured last fall. There 
were modest efforts to trade up 
in some lines but in the overall 
picture retailers showed a desire 
to hold their price lines. 

Knitted outerwear manufac- 
turers were promising prompt 
deliveries on orders placed early. 
But they warned retailers that 
there may be a jam-up in deliv- 
eries in August if they wait too 
long to make commitments. 
Knitting mills are following a 
policy of getting along on rather 
limited inventories and gearing 
their production closely to the 
flow of orders. Hence, they are 
not expected to have much re- 
serve stock on hand at the peak 
of the fall selling period. 

Merchants attending the show 
reported their back-to-school 
and fall knitted outerwear budg- 
ets are ranging from even to two 
percent or so larger than a year 
ago. They are anticipating good 
business for the fall.

Cleveland Mills 
At Peak Production

CLEVELAND, Ohio — This 
may be one of the best years in 
Cleveland’s knit goods history, 
mills here reports. Salesmen on 
the road write back that the 
activity they’re encountering au- 
gurs success. Virtually all of 
this area’s basic manufacturers 
are reporting both good recep- 
tion and heavy volume turnover. 

At Bamberger-Reinthal Co., 
the report of a “very busy sea- 
son” is punctuated with excel- 
lent “reaction to bulky knits in 
all lines. In ladies’ and misses’ 
goods, brisk reaction to napped 
and sheared sweaters” is also 
noted. 

In men’s sweaters, Bamberger- 
Reinthal is scoring with a 
myriad of new color combina- 
tions. Among the more success- 
ful are olive green, gold and 
white. Highlight of its line ap- 
pears to be slipovers with bulky

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Synthetic Fiber Yarn Developments 


Merinova Used In New Blend Knitting Yarn 


By CHARLES REICHMAN, Editor 


MERINOVA, the Italian protein fiber, is combined either with 
Orlon or Acrilan in a new group of knitting yarns which Deering, 
Milliken Co. has developed for the sweater and knitted yardgoods 
trades. The Merinova content of the new blend yarns is 35 per- 
cent of five denier staple; the denier of the acrylic fiber proportion 


may be either three or six denier, 
j|depending on whether the yarn 
is to be used in fine gauge or 
bulky rib, jumbo stitch knits. 
The coarser denier acrylic fiber 
is, of course, used in the latter. 

Because of its wool-like ap- 
pearance and handle, Merinova 
contributes to the blend features 
normally associated with sheep’s 
wool, without any of the latter 
fiber’s drawbacks, such as, sus- 
ceptibility to moth and mildew 
damage and felting shrinkage. 
Like all synthetic fibers, Meri- 
noxa inhibits matting and is 
completely resistant to moth and 
mildew attack. 

Two Types of Yarns 

Milliken is turning out the 
Merinova/ acrylic fiber yarns on 
both the worsted and cotton yarn 
processing systems. The worsted- 
spun yarns are created from 
Turbo-processed Orlon or Acril- 
an tow, while the cotton-spun 
yarns are processed from high 
and low shrinkage staple of the 
two acrylic fibers. Depending 
upon the type of effect desired 
in the garment, the Merinova 
component can be thrown to the 


= surface of the yarn bundle as in 


the sheath-core spinning prin- 
ciple or intimately blended with 
the Orlon or Acrilan component 
to achieve a uniform distribution 
of the protein fiber throughout 
the yarn. Most of the new Milli- 
ken yarns are of the latter type. 
Heathers or Solids 

The Merinova,acrylic fiber 
yarns are being made available 
to knitters in heather as well as 
solid color effects. Although the 
chemical composition of the two 
fiber components are different, 
union dyeing via a single bath 
operation can be achieved, using 
either an acid or chrome dye- 
stuffs for the Merinova or an 


,acetate or basic dye for the acry- 
-lic fibers. Heathers are produced 


by cross-dyeing the Merinova 
utilizing these different dyestuffs. 

Use of Merinova by Milliken 
represents the first large scale 


employment of this fiber by a 
major spinner of machine knit- 
ting yarns. The fiber, however, 
has been available in the Amer- 
ican market since the early 
1950's and at one time was the 
subject of broad trade experi- 
mentation, 
Similar to Vicara 
In chemical composition it is 
most closely akin to Vicara, 
which was used by Jantzen and 
a number of other brand name 
knitwear firms in blends with 
lamb’s wool and spun nylon. 
Unlike Vicara which is produced 
from zein, a corn derivative, the 
basis of Merinova is the casein 
from skimmed milk. In the man- 
ufacture of the fiber the casein 
is separated from the skimmed 
milk by means of an acid. It is 
then washed, filtered and dried. 
The dried casein is ground to a 
fine powder and dissolved by 
chemical reagents. After ripen- 
ing and filtering, the solution is 
forced through spinnerets im- 
mersed in a coagulation bath. 
This serves to congeal the casein 
solution into filaments. The lat- 
ter are then chopped up into the 
desired staple lengths, bathed in 
formaldehyde in an autoclave 
and then dried and fluffed up. 
Merinova has a cylindrical, 
dotted appearance and an almost 
round cross-section. Like most 
protein fibers, it is relatively 
weak. Its breaking elongation is 
50 percent in the dry state and 
60 percent in wet form. Its wet 
tenacity is 1.1 grams per denier. 
Employed Abroad 
It has been widely used on 
the Continent, especially by Ital- 
ian manufacturers of sweaters 
and knitted dresses. The Italian 
and European knitters frequently 
combine it with cotton and vis- 
cose rayon. However, many 


Italian knit garments bearing an 
all-wool label often have a small 
percentage of Merinova to im- 
part extra softness to the fabric. 

A product of Snia Viscosa, the 


Milan-based textile combine, the 
fiber is an outgrowth from an 
earlier casein fiber known as 
Lanital which this company in- 
troduced in 1930. However, it 
differs from the predecessor pro- 
duct in that it is odorless and 
not subject to deterioration. 

In its natural state Merinova 
has an off-white cast. Other prop- 
erties aside from the soft handle 
closely approximating that of 
fine grade wool, are: 

e Thermal retention in the 
class of wool. 

e High moisture regain (it’s 
in the neighborhood of 17 per- 
cent). 

e Permanent crimp. 

Snia Viscosa produces Merin- 
ova in 3, 5, 9, 18 and 27 denier 
in staple lengths of from one to 
14 inches. Under the Textile 
Fibers Labeling Act, Merinova 
is generically classed as an azlon 
fiber. 

In Market Soon 

Robert Bauer, chief of yarn 
development at Milliken, said 
the Merinova/acrylic fiber yarns 
are now undergoing mill trials 
under the aegis of a number of 
prominent yardgoods and sweat- 
er knitters. He expects that gar- 
ments made of the new yarns 
will be on the market for late 
fall or holiday selling. 

He also indicated that the 
current Merinova-content blend 
is the first of a series of protein 
fiber mixtures which Milliken 
expects to introduce. Currently 
under study, he said, are blends 
of the Italian casein fiber and 
wool, other acrylic fibers and 
a number of the newer cellu- 
losic fibers. Not all these eval- 
uations may show up in the knit- 
wear field; some are being en- 
gineered specifically for the 
woven fabric area. However, 
where mill tests and other check- 
outs indicate that the yarns have 
a potential in the knitwear field, 
they will be made available to 
selected knitters, possibly for 
use in woven and knitted co- 
ordinates. 

Merinova, Mr. Bauer also dis- 
closed, is only one of several 
foreign-produced synthetic fi- 
bers being evaluated. Among the 
group, he said. is the Italian 
fiber, polypropylene.

Robert Bruce Warehouse Coordinates Production Control

A new, modern warehouse and sales

and distribution center has been put into operation, here, by Robert 
Bruce, Inc., one of the country’s largest manufacturers of men’s 
and boys’ sweaters, knitted shirts, casual wear and swimwear. The 
new facility is especially designed to cope with increased demand 


for the company’s diversified 
product lines. It will operate in 
with the  firm’s 
unique Forecast and Projection 
production control system, ac- 
cording to Harold L. Neuman, 
president 

“We are constantly trying to 
improve our customer service 
and our methods and feel our 
new distribution center is a 
major step on both counts,” Mr. 
Neuman said. “It is expected to 
speed deliveries by eliminating 
possible bottlenecks and to facili- 
tate the handling of goods.” 

A feature of the new plant is 
the electronic data control nerve 
center keyed to a forecast and 
projection system of planning 
production and selling against 
this projection. The system has 
been used successfully by Robert 
Bruce for many years. 


The technique permits the firm 


to manufacture in advance as 
well as to sell ahead. It permits 
prediction in advance of how 
many dozens of goods will be in 
production at a given time and 
the approximate date of deliv- 
ery, and completely eliminates 
the costly, cumbersome and space 
consuming physical segregation 
of goods. 

Transfer of the company’s 
warehousing, shipping, sales 
credit and accounting and dat 
control operations to the new 
distribution center has freed 
space at the firm’s headquarters 
building at Hancock St. and Al- 
legheny Ave. for expansion of 
sweater manufacturing facilities 
including doubling the size of 


| the sewing room. 
The entire 


130,000 sq. ft. 
four-story headquarters building, 
with the exception of space given 
over to executive offices, is now 
devoted exclusively to produc- 
lion of men’s and boys’ sweaters 
and to the final handling, from 
‘imming to boxing, of the en- 
lire Robert Bruce line including 
goods from another plant op- 
trated by the firm at A and Le- 
high Ave 


Casual! wear, beachwear and 


knitted shirts for men and boys 
are made at the 60,000 sq. ft. 
single-floor Lehigh Ave. plant, 
then brought by truck to the 
headquarters plant for finishing. 

The finishing and final han- 
Gling facilities at the headquar- 
ters plant also have been greatly 
enlarged and revamped for in- 
creased efficiency, and new ma- 
terials handling equipment in- 
cluding roller bearing gravity 
conveyor system, installed. 

This major expansion of its 
production facilities and opening 
of the new distribution center 
coincides with Robert Bruce’s 
anniversary. The company was 
founded in 1910 under the name 
of Paragon Knitting Mills, at 7th 
and Arch Sts., here, by the late 
Nathan Neuman, a pioneer in 
the industry, and father of the 
present head of the firm. Orig- 
inally, Paragon produced staple 
sweaters for the jobbing trade. 

In 1915 the company began to 
sell direct to the retail trade 
under the Lion brand name. 
After World War II, in keeping 
with the prevalent Scotch vogue, 
the Robert Bruce brand name 


used and the Lion brand 
name gradually eliminated. Ulti- 
mately, Robert Bruce was 
adopted as the company name. 

Over the years the firm made 
SIX successive expansion moves 
as the business often underwent 
spectacular growth. Today Rob- 
ert Bruce has nearly 300,000 
total square footage in all its 
plants and in normal periods 
employs upwards of 700 per- 
sons, many of whom have many 
years of service with the com- 
pany. 

Looking toward the future, the 
new distribution center is lo- 
cated on four acres of ground 
which provide areas for further 
construction as needed. 

Robert Bruce maintains five 
sales offices, including the one 
at the new distribution center, 
here, in the Empire State Bldg. 
in New York City, in Los An- 
geles, Cal., Pittsburgh, Pa., and 
has a staff of 33 selling agents. 

Officers of the firm, in addi- 
tion to Mr. Neuman, who is 
treasurer as well as president, 
are Joseph Specker, vice presi- 
dent in charge of manufacturing 
and secretary; Horace Borden, 
vice president in charge of sales, 
and James Mcintyre, assistant 
treasurer and assistant secretary. 

The forecast and projection 
system which is the basis for the 
company’s entire operation, is

the exact opposite of the com- 
monly practiced method of pro- 
ducing against orders. Here is 
how it works at Robert Bruce: 
first the line is “built,” then 
meetings of the executive plan- 
ning committee are held to “‘fore- 
cast” the line. This committee is 
made up of Neuman, Borden, 
Specker, Maurice Matusoff, data 
control manager, Robert Bluver, 
sales manager, and Gabriel 
Basch, order department man- 
ager. At this point, Mr. Neuman 
admits, “a lot of data, combined 
knowledge, plus a little emo- 
tion,” go into the forecast of 
“what we think we are going to 
sell by style, color, size, and ap- 
proximately when we are going 
to get it ready.” 

Some later adjustments may 
be made when reaction of the 
sales force is noted at the sales 
meetings held every year by the 
firm to show them the line. 

Data control and information 
coming back from the field be- 
come increasingly important 
year by year in this forecast. 
“Seasons are shorter since men’s 
and boys’ goods have become 
such fashion items,” Mr. Neu- 
man pointed out. “Styles cannot 
carry over to the next season as 
they could with staples and we 
must make as much in advance 
as possible to get the most out of 
a shorter season. This requires 
constantly keeping a finger on 
the pulse of demand. 

From the forecast a master 
projection sheet is made up 
showing the information: what 
styles, colors, sizes, will be avail- 
able for delivery in what quan- 
lity at what time. From this, 
lists are made up for the sales 
force to sell against. Salesmen 
cannot give an earlier delivery 
date than that specified on the 
list, but can, if desired, specify a 
later delivery date. 

Actually, the master projec- 
tion sheet may vary from day to 
day, and here is where the great 
flexibility is derived. While over 
the years the forecast system has 
proved 80 percent accurate, in 
anticipating demand, the sales 
against this master projection 
sheet serve as a sensitive day-by- 
day barometer by which produc-

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tion is raised or lowered on a 
given style, size or color. 

This system, in effect, con- 
tains control in the sales de- 
partment. The production de- 
partment can only put goods into 
production on its own to bal- 
ance out sizes or colors. It be- 
comes a relatively simple matter 
under this set-up, to cut back 
planned production of a certain 
stvle and step up production of 
another when sales indicate 
which way interest is shaping up. 

“We are not a stock house,” 
Mr. Neuman emphasized. “We 
manufacture ahead, but we also 
sell ahead.” 

How vital data control is to a 
firm the size of Robert Bruce is 
readily indicated by the fact the 
company has over 4,500 cus- 
tomers, large, small and medium 
size, many of which buy in com- 
paratively small amounts in re- 
lation to the total quantities the 
company produces. It is one of 
the reasons why elimination of 
physical segregation of goods- 
in-process or stock becomes es- 
sential. 

Once an order has been sent 
in by the salesman, it is checked 
by the credit department, sales 
manager, and accepted in ac- 


cordance with the then-estab- 
lished delivery dates by the 
order department. Order  ac- 


ceptance is one operation which 
has not lent itself to electronic 
handling and must be done man- 
ually. A staff of six persons work 
lull time accepting orders against 
large master sheets showing au- 
thorized shipping dates by styles 
and colors.

From the order form, IBM cards 
are punched with the customer 
number, house number, name of 
customer, style, color, sizes and 
delivery date for which accepted. 
Then a battery of IBM machines 
tabulate sizes, colors, deliveries, 
volume. This tabulation gives 
management an up-to-the-minute

picture at any time. Tabulations 
from these cards are used to 
raise or lower production. 

Distribution and stock control 
is a combination of electronic 
and manual operation. 

Once they have been used to 
key punch IBM cards, original 
orders are sorted and filed and 
set up for distribution. As the 


goods actually come into the 
warehouse from the mill, the 


order is marked and the cards 
accompanying the goods go into 
a “mortgage” file at the disburs- 
ing section of the office. 

This system provides for the 
segregation of goods on paper 
only. For example, a card in the 
“mortgage” file would indicate 


that 40 dozen of the 500 dozen 
style No. 103, size 36, in olive 
with brown trim, located in the 
warehouse, belongs to order No. 
750 for the XYZ Company, an- 
other 20 dozen against another 
order, and so fortn; yet all 500 
dozen would be located in a 
common slot in the warehouse, 
which is classified by size, style 

id color. The mortgage file is 

ic key to the warehouse stock. 

At the disbursing department 
is a huge blackboard which shows 
at a glance the status of inven- 
tory by style and color, what is 
being disbursed for a particular 
month, and the next ticket num-

Deliveries from the mill are twice 
daily. 

Customer orders are picked 
from the warehouse and shipped 
and billed the same day. New 
Burroughs-Hopkins billers have 
been installed to speed prepara- 
tion of the invoice, bill of lading 
and express receipt direct from 
the order. 

Che new warehouse can easily 
stock upwards of 40,000 dozens 
at a time. Presently, boxes are 
stacked in compartmented bins 
up to 15 feet high, but ulti- 
mately, Mr. Neuman noted, a 
catwalk will be built to take ad- 
vantage of the high ceilings and 
make use of the vertical space. 

Goods come into and leave 
the warehouse in trailer trucks. 
The building has an | 1-bay truck 
loading platform and also has a 
railroad siding on the opposite 
side of the building from the 
truck bays.

manufacturing plant. Cut goods are counted, bundled and assembled in 
work loads. 


A roller bearing conveyor is 
presently used at the cartoning 
and weighing area of the ship- 
ping department. Plans call for 
installation of an automatic 
conveyor system which will bring 
goods in one end of the ware- 
house and out the other. Pres- 
ently, orders are picked and 
placed on hand trucks, then 
brought to the shipping area 
where boxes are packed in car- 
tons, marked, placed on the con- 
veyor for movement to the weigh- 
ing point, then to the truck bay 
platform. 

The production system which 
feeds the finished Robert Bruce 
sweaters, shirts, swimwear into 
this modern distribution center 
is equally modern in its concept 
of work flow layout, use of ma- 
terials handling devices and 
other measures for peak effi- 
ciency. A quality control system 
provides for checks at every 
major step along the way, at 
both the Lehigh Ave. and the 
Hancock St. plants. 

The floor layout of the Han- 
cock St. and Allegheny Ave. 
sweater manufacturing plant is 
U-shaped around a courtyard 
which provides for off-street 
truck loading and unloading. 

An unusual time, space, and 
labor-saving use is made of this 
layout in the disposition of waste 
Materials. A chute coming down 
the outside of the building from 
the third floor carries bundles of 
waste directly down into a truck 
backed up to the lower end of 
the chute, thus eliminating con- 
siderable handling and valuable 
storage space within the plant. 


Major yarn storage is in the 
basement. Only immediate yarn 
needs are kept on the fourth floor 
near knitting. At this point all 
yarn is backwound for quality 
control before going into produc- 
tion. 

The knitting department, one 
of the largest in this area, is 
equipped to turn out jacquard, 
jersey, interlock and bulky knits 
in a tremendous variety of styles 
in any of the man-made and nat- 
ural fibers and blends currently 
in demand. 

A partial inventory of the 
knitting equipment on this floor 
would include 17 new Dubied 
high-speed double lock trimming 
and collar machines, recently in- 
stalled in connection with the

present expansion; a battery of 
Stoll, Lamb and Servo-Stop nar- 
row strip machines; more than 
85 Wildman-Jacquard transfer 
machines of six and eight cut; 
20 Ordnance Gauge 10-cut in- 
terlock machines and a number 
of Ordnance Gauge six-cut trans- 
fer machines. Also, an array of 
17-cut Scott and Williams inter- 
locks, six-cut TJI Jacquards, 
three-cut Leighton rackers. 

Because Robert Bruce sweat- 
ers are produced mainly from 
cones of dyed yarn, there is no 
movement of goods to and from 
a dye house. 

From knitting, goods go via 
building elevator to a huge wash 
plant equipped with the most 
modern automatic washers, ex-

tractors and dryers, located in 
the basement. This is the only 
point at which any backtracking 
in the flow process becomes 
necessary. 

Standard type production cards 
and detachable tickets for each 
process and piecework operation 
are used in the plant. These fol- 
low the lot through the “put-in- 
process” point to the final han- 
dling. The difference again, is 
that these go through, not against 
a particular customer order, but 
against a general production 
order, from which goods are 
charged out to the warehouse 
when that order is completed. 

Goods brought by another 
building elevator back from the 
laundry to the third floor travel 
in a straight flow through steam- 
ing, separating and examining, 

utting, counting and bundling. 

In movement between depart- 

nents and at many points where 

goods are in transit, Robert 
Bruce makes use of open-front 
carts, closed on three sides and 
placed on wheels, for ease of 
handling and minimum lifting 
of goods. 

The factory office and a pat- 
tern room where jacquard pat- 

rms are made up and where 
ze specifications are prepared 
for. each style, are also located 
on the third floor. 

The major expansion in the 
sweater plant has made possible 

oubling of the size of the sew- 
1g department. This department 
now occupies the entire second 
floor of the building. Previously 
trimming. tacking and examining

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operations occupied part of the 
second floor but these were 
moved to the ground floor when 
space was freed there by trans- 
fer of other departments to the 
new distribution center. 

All machines in the huge sew- 
ing department are on individual 
tables and are plugged off the 
floor, providing complete flex- 
ibility for relocation and expand- 
ing or contracting any particular 
operation at a moment’s notice. 
Work in the sewing department 
progresses forward. 

Trimming, buttonhole making 
and button sewing, tacking, final 
examination, pressing, folding, 
boxing and shipping to the ware- 
house occupy the first floor. It is 
at the trimming point that goods 
brought from the Lehigh Ave. 
factory join the flow process of 
goods coming down through the 
sweater plant. 

Trimming, button sewing, but- 
tonhole making, tacking, occupy 
one side of the U-shaped first 


floor area. Final examination 
pressing are along the lower part 
of the U and folding, boxing and 
shipping occupy the other side 
of the U. 

Two separate pressing lines 
handle the flow of finished goods. 
Both lines feed by gravity roller 
conveyors into a box stamping 
point and again by conveyor to 
the shipping area where they are 
loaded into open carts and onto 
trucks to be taken to the ware- 
house. 

One of the pressing lines is a 
hand operation where collared 
shirts and swimwear get final 
pressing, examination and box- 
ing. The other is a pressing ma- 
chine line for flat pressing of 
sweaters, T-shirts and casual 
shirts. These latter goods first go 
to separate, specially illuminated, 
partitioned examining stands 
where each garment is carefully 
and individually examined be- 
fore final pressing. 

From pressing, boxing and 


stamping of boxes with style 
number, size, color and quantity, 
these goods also go by roller con- 
veyor to the shipping point, 
where they are put in open carts. 
rhese carts are wheeled onto the 
trucks and unloaded at the ware- 
house in the same manner. Re- 
turning trucks bring back empty 
carts from the warehouse. 

No report on the Robert Bruce 
operation would be complete 
without mention of the quality 
control procedure which is so 
encompassing that it is virtually 
a “way of life” with this firm. 
“If we do make a mistake, the 
earlier we catch it—the better,” 
is the philosophy. 

Quality control begins with 
the completely equipped labora- 
tory located on the top floor of 
the Hancock St. and Allegheny 
Ave. plant. A full-time qualified 
technician tests yarns and sam- 
ples of manufactured products in 
and out of process, for tensile 
strength, oil content, washabil- 


ity and fadeometer reaction. 

Other quality control check 
points are at every major step in 
production. At knitting, charts 
giving exact technical specifica- 
tions for each style, size and 
component are hung along a wall 
in the department where they 
can be readily checked at any 
time by the knitting foreman and 
other responsible persons. 

Goods-in-process are checked 
again at separating, at various 
strategic points in the sewing 
operation, after trimming, before 
final pressing, and again at fold- 
ing and boxing. 

Finally, there is a random 
check point before boxing, where 
three garments of every size of 
every work ticket are selected at 
random and checked for color, 
workmanship, quality of yarn, 
and size measurements, against 
rigid specifications, and a written 
report made for the plant super- 
intendent. 


Yarn Processing 


Effect Of Fiber Distribution On Blend Yarn Properties 


DISTRIBUTION of fibers 


1 blend and the effect of fiber 


distribution on the physical properties of blended yarns were dis- 
cussed by Myron J. Coplan, assistant director, Fabric Research 
Laboratories, Inc., in a paper entitled, “Some Effects of Blend on 
structures” presented at a two-day meeting on blend fabrics held at 


the Quartermaster Research and 
Engineering Command in Natick, 
Mass. The conference was spon- 
sored by the National Academy 
of Sciences, National Research 
Council Advisory Board on 
Quartermaster Research and De- 
velopment, Committee on Tex- 
tile Fabrics. 

Coplan explained that the re- 
search had been directed at de- 
veloping concepts of fiber 
distribution in a blend and in- 
lerpreting practical implications, 
rather than at cataloging the mer- 
its and demerits of various spe- 
cific blends. The research, he 
Went on, attempted to develop 
broad statistical and other pro- 
cedures that could be applied to 
the design of yarns blended of 
any fibers at any percentages. 

The woolen-spun yarns which 
Coplan studied were 100 percent 
wool, vicose, or nylon and blends 
of wool with either viscose or 
nylon at varying percentages. 
Microscopic examinations of 
yarn cross-sections yielded the 
following information on where 


fibers locate in a blended woolen- 
spun yarn: 

¢ The core of a wool blended 
yarn is proportionately high in 
non-wool content; the periphery 
is high in wool. Although this 
generally holds true along the 
full length of the yarn, the per- 
centages at consecutive cross- 
sections are not uniform, indi- 
cating considerable variability. 

© When either viscose or nylon 
is blended with wool the “pack- 
ing factor” of the yarn core in- 
creases and therefore the yarn 
center becomes more densely 
populated with fibers than is the 
case with 100 percent wool. In 
such blends, the spaces between 
wool fibers in the yarn core be- 
come filled with non-wool fibers. 
For example, an all-wool yarn 
may have 30 wool fibers in its 
core. A similar yarn of 75 per- 
cent wool and 25 percent viscose 
may still have close to 30, per- 
haps 28, wool fibers in the same 
core area but there will also be 
10 viscose fibers. 


Such a “packing” at the core 
makes the yarn less flexible, soft, 
and wooly, he noted. Changing 
the crimp of the non-wool fiber, 
however, can cut down on this 
packing factor, Coplan added. 

In no blend are fibers dis- 
tributed randomly, according to 
Mr. Coplan. Statistically, he ob- 
served, they tend to blend in 
groups of two or three with like 
libers held together mechanically. 

The behavior of blends is not 
always predictable in simple 
arithmetic proportions, Coplan 
said. For example, a 75-25 
blended yarn may exhibit only 
10 percent of the tensile strength 
characteristics of the 25 percent 
liber, depending, of course, on 
the constituent fibers. All blends, 
however, follow a statistical pat- 
tern, according to Coplan, even 
though it may be complicated. 
While it is impossible to depend 
upon yarn properties reflecting 
fiber properties in precise pro- 
portion to the blend percentages 
it is entirely possible to take into 
account the statistics of blending 
and plan accordingly, he said. 

Several examples were cited 
in which statistics of blend dis- 
tribution can explain the me- 
chanical properties of blended 


yarns. One, particularly easy to 
understand, is a wool-viscose 
blend in which the viscose fib- 
ers congregate in  proportion- 
ately large number at the core 
while a relatively large number 
of wool fibers are on the peri- 
phery. Such a yarn exhibits out- 
of-proportion stiffness properties 
because of the viscose concen- 
tration at the core but its surface 
characteristics remain wool-like. 

Similarly, wool-nylon blends, 
with nylon congregating at the 
core, exhibit poorer elastic prop- 
erties than 100 percent wool at 
five percent strain, but are im- 
proved over wool at 15 percent 
strain. This “taking over” by 
nylon of the elastic properties 
holds true even though the per- 
centage of nylon in the blend 
may be relatively small. 

“Research over the last fifteen 
years has developed workable 
theories on the translation of 
fiber properties into yarn and 
fabric properties in materials of 
one fiber type. A statistical un- 
derstanding of the peculiar man- 
ner in which two or more differ- 
ent fiber types combine enables 
the application of these theories 
to blended structures,” he con- 
cluded.

Buying was reported for fall 
with only a few fill-in orders 
placed. Orders generally were 
said to be running ahead of last 
year, although some salesmen 
indicated business was about 
the same. 

According to Ken Ikerd of 
Lamb Knit Goods Co., big sell- 
ing items are novel bulky and 
include pullovers with trimmed 
shawl collars. Also of interest 
is the high V-neck. Large pat- 
tern argyles fashioned’ with 
shawl collars and boat necks 
are important. 

There is a demand for un- 
usual knits, blends of yarn and 


collar styles including the turtle 
neck. Color interest was report- 
ed to center on loden greens and 
golds and a variety of shades of 
grape tones from concord blues 
to deep burgandies. 
Coordinated Sweaters 


Orlon pullovers, vests and 
cardigans were very good, Bob 
Martin, of Revere Sportswear, 
said. Knit shirts to match are 
designed with either long or 
short sleeves. All are trimmed. 
One cardigan had a_ hound’s 
tooth trim down the front, on 
the neck and on the pockets. 
The sets come in eight colors. 

Another favorite is of brush- 
ed Orlon. A bulky in hound’s 
tooth number, it comes in pull- 
over and cardigan styling with 
or without shawl collars. Black, 
gold, olive and brass are the best 
colors. 

A wool and Orlon blend pull- 
over in brown with a brushed 
finish is an outstanding item. 
Another favorite is a gold and 
black boat neck pullover with 
gold rib trim at the neck, sleeves 
and bottom. 


Stripe Trimming 


The firm drew good response 


with an olive cardigan or pull- 
over with a black and white 
vertical stripe fashioned with a 
shawl collar. 

Al Fleischer of Marum- 
Winsted Knitwear stated that a 
high V-neck bulky sweater with 
rack stitch solid body and two 
stripes is a very good seller. 
Golds and olives are doing well. 

A raglan-sleeved bulky wool 
cardigan is popular in a marl 
and solid body color treatment. 
Solid color trim is set in at the 
arm hole and on the pocket. 

Conservative Knit Shirts 

In knit shirts, wool and mo- 
hair conservative collar and 
placket styles made a big hit 
with the retailers. These come 
in harvest tones. Somewhat 
similar styles are wool and 
angora fur blend shirts with flat 
patch pockets and in softer hues. 

Still good is the zipper collar 
shirt. The firm shows. styles 
with patch pockets which come 
in solids in lighter shades and 
crossed stripes in deeper tones. 

An all wool full-fashioned 
pullover, retailing at $12.50, is 
a big seller, Douglas Tyler of 
Pendleton Woolen Mills, said. 
Color tonings were marled. The 


olive tone was the top color. 

A full-fashioned V-neck cash- 
mere classic pullover with long 
sleeves is a very strong retailer 
at $29.95. A coordinated set 
with a_ sleeveless pullover in 
shallow V-neck style won favor. 
It retails at $21.95. 

Mr. Tyler commented that 
olive tonings have increased in 
popularity with a trend to in- 
clude all types of sweaters. 

New with Brentwood Sports- 
wear, according to Stewart Al- 
per, is the use of 50 percent 
Kodel with 50 percent wool. 
The sweaters have a bulky feel 
and are washable. They are 
drawing a great deal of interest. 

Another new item is a bulky 
vertically ribbed wool pullover 
with a deep V-trim in a con- 
trasting color. 

The firm also is showing a 
lot of shawl collared knit coats. 
He pointed out that one in 
white is selling well. In fact, Mr. 
Alper said that in addition to 
olive and gold colors, retailers 
have shown a preference for 
white. Olive has grown in popu- 
larity until this year in an ex- 
pansion of tone of color it has 
taken on many shades.

Knit Shirt Gets 


Scottish _ Impetus 


GLASGOW, Scotland (Scot- 
tish Amalgamated Trade News 
Agency)—Efforts over the past 
three or four years to interest 
men in knitted shirts have ma- 
tured this year and give every 
promise of a major boom in 
shirt-styled halif-sleeve knitted 
shirts. Essential defect in such 
garments in the past was in the 
unsatisfactory limpness of the 
collar. This problem was tackled 
by the more progressive makers, 
working, in some cases, in coop- 
eration with shirt makers. 

Collar-making techniques have 
improved immensely to the 
point where the knitted shirt has 
an appearance around the neck 
comparable to anything in pop- 
lin or sea island cotton. The 
result has been a steady expan- 
sion of use by younger men for 
daily wear and by older shoppers 
for casual wear. 

Black and medium gray are 
the colors most favored. More 
recently, however, a wide variety 
of collar trimmings have been 
introduced, either vertically or 
horizontally. Two-tone and 
three-tone effects are selling 
steadily, although the self- 
colored blues, blacks, mid and 
light grays are also clearing 
effectively. 

The argument in favor of the 
knitted shirt is its versatility. It 
is, Meantime, a definite styled 
garment from the younger man’s 
point of view. It can be worn 
equally well for dressy occasions 
as for casual wear, remembering 
that the collar is a clean well- 
made feature of the garment. 
The knits have been perfected 
so that the shirt molds to the 
body; older versions of this gar- 
ment tended to lose shape and 
consequently lost favor. 

When finished as a_ styled 
garment, the shirt has an obvious 
use and the net result is a very 
long life, at a cost of somewhere 
in the region of 45. shillings. 
Knitwear firms and shirtmakers 
who have cooperated in this 
venture have handled tremen- 
dous numbers over the past few 
years ind are stepping up out- 
put to meet the volume of de- 
mand which has now matured. 
They see a very big future for 
the knitted shirt.

He was doing 
well with the firm’s sub-teen 
Young Couturier sweaters for 
girls and he mentioned the inter- 
est in shape and bulkies. A lead- 
ing number with him is a shaggy 
Orlon pullover with a cowl col- 
lar and an inset of a second 
collar in a contrasting color. 
Made to retail for about $9 in 
sizes 10-16, autumn gold and 
Oxford gray were the favored 
colors with stone green and 
wheat also in demand.

“Fashion colors are an impor- 
tant factor,” Mr. Cockayne 
stated, “also, dyed-to-match and 
mis-matched designs.” He cited 
the interest in bulkies in pre-teen 
and smaller sizes in both the 
boys’ and girls’ fields. The new 
colors, he felt, had given a boost 
to novelties as well as to basic 
designs interpreted in flat knits. 
Juvenile boys’ bulky sweaters 
with an Italian influence were 
very good in both cardigans and 
slipons.

In sportswear, Regal Knitwear 
was scoring success with its

Accented With Selected Knit Group

PORTLAND, Ore.—A small 
but select group of knits forms 
an integral feature of the White 
Stag Manufacturing Company's 
Women’s Division fall 1960 line. 
Each knitwear style has been 
chosen with thought and imag- 
ination to fit into one or several 
of the many White Stag sports- 
wear groupings and to constitute 
a “must-have” to the woman 
who s buying other separates in 
the group. The fibers include 
Orlon, cotton and wool. 

long-sleeved Orlon car- 
digan, the Fleeceliner, lined with 
its own “fleece,” is quite classic 
in styling and comes in several 
color ranges to coordinate with 
nearly every group in the line. 
Obviously destined to be one of 
the staples of the line, it retails 
at $8.95. 

Knitted Tops 

There are a number of knit 
tops which are specially de- 
signed to coordinate with two 
important corduroy groups—the 
wide-wale and the 10-rib cor- 
duroys. 

The 10-rib corduroy has, tor 
instance, a bulky Orlon pullover 
in a two-color horizontal stripe, 
using a textured stitch. A solid 
color standaway collar ties with 
a drawstring. This style is called 
Left Bank and retails for $10.95. 

Two cotton knit tops offer 
different looks. One is a fairly 
classic-type placket shirt with 
bottom side slits and roomy 
push-up sleeves; the narrow 
shawl collar is finely edged in 
white. The fabric is a tapestry 
knit. 

Cotton Unit 

The other cotton top is a 
rather long pullover in bulky 
honeycomb stitch. Most striking 
feature is the very deep, narrow 
placket with four buttons. The 
placket descends to below the 
Waist [rom a collarless V-throat, 
which attractively accommodates 
a scarf or other accessories. 

Colors used in this group are 
camel. martini, taupe, mocha 
gray, cedar, black and teal mist. 

Like the 10-rib group, the 
wide-wale corduroy separates 
have their Fleeceline cardigan in 
colors to match.

Colors in this group 
are bisque, smokestone brown, 
deep pine, prune brandy, blue 
mosque and black. 
Wool Cardigan 

Designed to accompany White 
Stag’s Dublin plaid in wool flan- 
nel is a brushed wool-and-mohair 
collarless cardigan with wooden 
buttons. Brushing extends com- 
pletely over the sweater, covering 
the full length of the sleeves in- 
cluding the cuffs and the waist- 
band. Colors are red, camel and 
blue, retail price—$8.95. 

Interesting for its notable look 
of bulk and substance in Orlon 
is the Rugby pullover with its 
snug, lapped collar of the same 
name. The collar has something 
of the shawled look and is fas- 
tened asymetrically with a sin- 
gle toggle. The vertical rows of 
the bulky cardigan-stitch body 
contrast with the spaced, hori-

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zontal-lying wools of the collar.

Turbo Develops 


New Equipment 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. — A 
new 1,000 Ib. capacity fiber set- 
ter has been developed by Turbo 
Machine Co., Lansdale, Pa., for 
processing synthetic fibers in 
‘keins, on bobbins, or as sliver. 

With a cylinder or shell six 
leet in diameter and 10% feet 
long, the new machine has more 
han three times the capacity of 
other Turbo fiber setters. 

The basket carrier in the new 
Turbo Model FS- 1000 is 
mounted on the door and moves 
into the cylinder automatically 
at the push of a button. It can 
be rotated or oscillated during 
Processing, thus eliminating the 
need for « separate bulking op- 
‘ration. A separate humidifying 
operation is not required. 

Pressure or vacuum cycles in 
‘ny combination may be used. 


The machine is capable of 80 
lbs. pressure psi. Steam is pro- 
duced in the cylinder by means 
of a boil-off, eliminating the pos- 


sibility of super heated steam 

coming into contact with the 
fibers being processed. 
Rotating Basket 

When processing is com- 

pleted, the door opens auto- 


matically and the basket moves 
out of the cylinder on the trolley 
to the unloading position. The 
basket rotates at the push of a 
button for unloading fibers on 
conveyor, truck, or table. 

Pressure, vacuum and temper- 
ature are recorded on Foxboro 
instruments to assure identical 
results from lot to lot. 

Package Dyeing Unit 

lurbo also has incorporated a 
number of improvements on its 
high-pressure package dyeing 
machines.

Spinners 
are being hit both by yarn im- 
ports, now at the highest level 
in 30 years, and by heavy im- 
ports of yarn in the form of 
knitted articles, he stated.
